GOVERNMENT REVERSE 
IN STANDARD FIGHT. 


Supreme Court, in Bold Announce- 
ment, Declines to Review Famous 
Rebate Case, and it Must Go Back 
to Judge Landis for Retrial. 


ASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—The $239,- 
W 240.00 fine case of the Standard 
Oil Company will not be re- 
viewed by the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 
The decision of the court to this ef- 
fect was ennounced by Chief Justice 
Fuller soon after the court convened 
today. 
The case came to the court on e pet!- 


certiorari to order up the record in 
the case for a review of the decision 
of the Federal Court of Appeals for 
the Seventh Circuit, by which Judge 
Landis original decision imposing a fine 
of $29,240,000 against the Standard Oil 
Company for accepting rebates from 
the railroads was reversed. 

In the Supreme Court the case 
turned largely upon the right of the 
court to interfere in view of the fact 
that the case has been passed upon 
by the Court. of Appeals, the govern- 
ment contending for such privilege. as 
a right, while it was urged in behalf 
of the oi] company that the prece- 
dents were ail against such a proceed- 
ing. 

The action of the court consisted tn 
the announcement that the govern- 
ment’s petition would not be granted. 
The effect of this atinouncement will 
be to leave standing the decision of 
the Court of Appeals, which was ad- 
verse to the government end fmvor- 
able to the company. | 

The court's was the 
barest formality. No reasons what- 
ever were giver! and the determina- 
tion of the court was stated along 
with a number of cases of compara- 
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ition filed by the government asking 
dike eaart in a petition for writtot | 


tively little importance. The Chief 
Justice simply announced that the pe- 
tition for certiorari was denied.

HIDEOUS TALES ARE 
TOLD BY REFUGEES, 


ALETTA (Isle of Malta) Jan. 4.— 

{Exclusive Dispatch.] Refugees 
‘ arriving here today, not only cor- 
roborated the reports of pillaging and 
ghoulish horrors among the ruins of 
the devastated cities in the earthquake 
belt, but bring stories more hideous 
than any heretofore told. 
Pitched battles between rescuers 
and looters, in which many on both 
sides were killed, are described and 
the arrest of as many as 600 ghouls, 
among whom were.numbers of police, 
is reported, Scores of corpses are 
found with knife wounds in breast 
or back, the work of ‘ghouls who, to 
still their outcries, . killed helplessly 
wounded victims of the disaster. 
Throughout Southern Italy, it is re- 
ported here, receivers of stolen goods 
are being arrested, 
Loot In wast qnantities is being 
smuggled into Italy by sham refugees 
and the authorities have not yet 
tightened their grip on the situation. 
In the demolished towns numerous 
possessors of small quantities of food 
have taken advantage of their desti- 
tute, starving countrymen to sell at 
tremendous prices the food to keep 
them alive. A number of these vendors 
have been killed in resisting the forc- 
ible seizure of their stores.

To realize fully» what this incident 
signifies, it must be explained that 
Signor Nathan is not a Catholic and 
that he was at one time Grand Mas- 
ter of the Masona.

Many of 
those who were not gravely wounded 
insisted npon jumping out of bed to 
kneel and kiss the Pontiff’s hand. The 
Pope spoke consolingly to each unfor- 
stunate.

The Minister of War says the 
forts aroufd Messina, which contain 
tons of powder and millions of car- 
tridges, have not been injured. He also 
Says that while he was at Messina at 
least 15,000 persons were taken from 
the ruins, injured and uninjured, of 
which number,1000 were saved by the 
Russians and 1000 by the English 
sailors.

Whole System, from Chicago to 

Coast, Will Be Operated by Tele- 

phone Just as Soon as Necessary 

Changes Can Be Completed, Despite * 
Protest of Operators.

CHICAGO, Jan. 4.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The management of the Santa 
Fé Railroad has decided to operate its 
entire main line from Chicago to the 
Pacific Coast by telephone instead of 
by telegraph. Arrangements are being 
made for the substitution of ‘phones 
for the telegraph as rapidly as the 
work can be conveniently done. 
Contracts have been let for the tin- 
stallation of the ‘phone wires between 
Emporia and Kansas City, a distance 
of 2065 miles. The company is now op- 
erating its trains between Emporia and 
Newton, a distance of seventy-three 
miles, by ‘phone, and as soon as the 
installation to Kansas City ts com- 
plete the work of putting in the nec- 
essary apparatus between Kansas City 
and Chicago, a distance of 454 miles, 
will be begun. 

The substitution of the ‘phone for 
the telegraph will cost the company at 
least $2,000,000, but the saving which

“Congress does not intend to have 
a Fouché or any other kind of minis- 
ter of police to be used: by the execu- 
tive departments against the legisia- 
tive branch of the government. It 
has been so used, and it is suspected 
that it has been so used recently. 

. . The legislative branch of the 
government will not tolerate the med- 
dling of detectives, whether they rep- 
resent the President, Cabinet officers, 
or only themselves. .. . Congress- 
men resented the secret interference 
of the Secret Service men, who for 
weeks shadowed some of the most re- 
spected members of the House and 
Senate. . When it was discov- 
ered that the Secret Service men were 
shadowing Congressmen there was a 
storm of indignation at the Capitol 
and the bureau came near being abo!l- 
ished and the appropriation for the 
suppression of counterfeiting cut off. 

. . At another time the chief of 
the Secret Service had his men shad- 
ow Congressmen with a view to in- 
v»lving them in scandals that would 
e..able the bureau to dictate to them 
as the price of silence. 4.47 
Secret Service men have shown an in- 
clination again to shadow members of 
Congress, knowing them to be law- 
makers, and this is no joke. Several 
of the departments have asked Con- 
gress for secret funds for investiga- 
tion, and the Treasury Department 
wants the limitation removed from 
the appropriation for suppressing 
counterfeiting. This shows a tendency 
toward Fouchéism and a secret watch 
on other officials than themselves.” 

At the time of this publication the 
work of the Secret Service, which was 
thus assailed, included especially the 
investigation of great land frauds in 
the West, and the securing of evidence 
to help the Department of Justice in 
the beef-trust investigations at Chi- 
cago, which resulted in successful 
prosecutions. 

ANIMUS OF ATTACKS. 

In view of Mr. Busbey’s position, I 
have accepted the above quoted 
statements as fairly expressing the 
real meaning and animus of the at- 
tecks made in general terms on the 
use of the Secret Service for the pun- 
ishment of criminals. Furthermore, in 
the performance of my duty, to en- 
eavor to find the feelings of Con- 
gressmen on public of 
note, I have frequently discussed 
this particular matter with mem- 
bers of Congress: and on such occa- 
sions the reasons alleged to me for 
the hostility of Congress to the Secret 
Service, both by those who did and by 
those who did not share this hostil- 
ity, were almost invariably the same 
as those set forth in Mr. Busbey's ar- 
ticle. I May edd, by the way, that 
these allegations as to the Secret Serv- 
ice are wholly without foundation tin 
fact.

ently there is a desire that I should 
thus discriminate, I will state that I 
think the responsibility rested on the 
Committee on Appropriations, under 
the lead of the members whom I have 
mentioned. 

Now as to the request of the Con- 
gress that I give the evidence for my 
statement that the chief argument in 
favor of the provision was that the 
Congressmen did not themselves wish 
to be investigated by secret-service 


men. 
SUPPORTED BY RECORD. 

The part of the Congressional Rec- 
ord to which I have referred above en- 
tirely supports this statement. Two 
distinct lines of argument were fol- 
lowed in the debate. One concerned 
the question whether the law war- 
ranted. the employment of the Secret 
Service in departments other than the 
Treasury, and this did not touch the 
merits of the service in the least. The 
other line of argument went to the 
merits of the service, whether law- 
fully or tnlawfully employed, and here 
the chief if not the only argument 
used was that the service should be 
cut down and restricted because its 
members had “shadowed” or investi- 
gated members of Congress and other 
officers of the government. If we ex- 
amine the debate in detail it appears 
that most of what was urged in favor 
of the amendment took the form of 
the simple statement that the commit- 
tee held that there had been a “vio- 
lation of law,” by the use of the Secret 
Service for other purposes than sup- 
pressing counterfeiting (and one or two 
other matters which can be disre- 
garded,) and that such language was 
now to be used as would effectually 
prevent all such “violation of law” 
hereafter. Mr. Tawney, for instance, 
says: “It was for the purpose of stop- 
ping the use of this service in every 
possible way by the departments of the 
government that this provision was in- 
serted;”’ and Mr. Smith says: “Now, 
that was the only way in which any 
limitation could be put upon the ac- 
tivities of the Secret Service.” Mr. 
Fitzgerald followed in the same vein, 
and by far the largest part of the ar- 
gument against the employment of the 
Secret Service was confined to the 
statement that it was in “violation of 
law.". Of course such a statement ts 
not | ‘in any way an argument in favor 
of the justice of the provision. It ts 
not an argument for the provision at 
all. It is simply a statement of what 
the gentlemen making it conceive to 
have been the law. There was both by 
implication and direct statement the

QUOTES ATTORNEY. 
Concerning this case the United 
States attorney at Omaha states:

In connection with the Nebraska 
prosecution the government has by 
decree secured the return to the gov- 
ernment of over a million acres of 
grazing land: in Colorado of more 
than 2000 acres of mineral land, and 
suits are now pending involving 150,000 
acres more. 

All these investigations in the land 
cases were undertaken in consequence 
of Mr. Hitchcock, the then Secretary 
of the Interior, becoming convinced 
that there were extensive frauds com- 
mitted in his department; and the 
ramifications of the frauds were so 
far-reaching that he was afraid to 
trust his ofn officials to deal in thor- 
oughgoing fashion with them. One of 
the Secret Service men accordingly re- 
signed and was appointed in the In- 
terior Department to carry on this 
work. The first thing he discovered 
was that the special agents’ division 
or corps of detectives of the Land 
Office of the Interior Department wae 
largely under the control of the land 
thieves: and in consequence the in- 
vestigations above referred to had to 
be made by Secret Service men. 

If the present law, for which Mesers. 
Tawney, Smith and the other gentie- 
men I have above mentioned are re- 
sponsible, had then been in effect, this 
action would have been impossibie, 
and most of the criminals would un- 
questionabl have escaped. No more 
striking instance can be imagined of 
the desirability of having a central 
corps of skilled investigating agents 
who can at any time be assigned, if 
necessary in large numbera, to inves- 
tigate some violation of the Federal 
statutes, in no matter what branch of 
the public service. In this particular 
case most of the men investigated who 
were public servants were in the ex- 
ecutive branch of the government. But 
in Oregon, where an enormous acreage 
of fraudulently allenated public land 
Was recovered by the government, a 
United States Senator, Mr. Mitchell, 
and a member of the lower house, Mr. 
Williamson, were convicted evi- 
dence obtained by men transferred 
from the Secret Service, and another 
\member of Congress was indicted. 

SUCCESSFUL INVESTIGATION. 

From 1901 to 1964 a successful inves- 
tigation of naturalization affairs was 
made by the Secret Service, with the 
result of ebtaining bundreds of con- 
victions of conspirators who were con- 
victed of selling fraudulent papers of 
naturalization. (Subsequently, Con- 
gress passed a very wise law provid- 
ing a special service and appropria- 
tion for the prevention of naturaliza- 
tion frauds; but, unfortunately. 


Becret Service was taken, Congress 
also cut down the appropriation for 
this special service, with the result of 
crippling the effort to stop frauds in 
naturalization.) The fugitives. Greene 
and Gaynor, implicated in a peculiarly 
big government contract fraud, were 
located and arrested in Canada by the 
Secret Service and, thanks to this, they 
have since gone to prison for their 
crimes. 

The Secret Service. was used to as- 
sist in the investigation of crimes un- 
der the peonage laws, and, owing part- 
ly thereto, numerous convictions were 
secured and the objectionable prac- 
tice was practically stamped out, at 
least in many districts. The most ex- 
tensive smuggling of silk and opium 
in the history of the Treasury Depart- 
ment was investigated by agents of 
the Secret Service in New York and 
Seattle an’ a successful) prosecution 
of the offenders undertaken. Assie- 
tance of the utmost value was ren- 
dered to the Department of Justice 
in the beef-trust investigation at Chi- 
cago, prosecutions were followed up 
and fines inflicted. The cotton-leak 
scandal in the Agricultural Depart- 
ment was investigated and the re- 
sponsible parties located. What wag 
done in connection with lottery in- 
vestigations is disclosed in a letter 
just sent to me by the United States 
Attorney for Delaware, running as fol- 
lows: 

“The destruction of the Honduras 
National Lottery Company, successor 
to the Louisiana Lottery Company, was 
entirely the work of the Secret Serv- 
ice. . This excellent work was 
accomplished by Mr. Wilkie and his 
subordinates. I thought it might be 
timely to recall this prosecution.” 

BIG FINES COLLECTED. 

Three hundred thousand dollars in 
fines were collected by the govern- 
ment in the lottery cases. Again, the 
ink contract fraud in the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing (a bureau of 
the Treasury Department.) wes inves- 
tigated by the Secret Service and the 
guilty parties brought to justice. Mr. 
Tawney stated in the debate that this 
was not Investigated by the Secret 
Service, but by a clerk “down there.” 
conveying the impression that the clerx 
was not in the Secret Service. As a 
matter of fact, he was in the Secret 
Service: hfs name was Moran, and he 
was promoted to gssistant chief for 
the excellence of his work in this case, 
The total expense for the office and 
field force of the Secret Service last 
year was $135,000; and by this one In- 
vestigation they saved to the gov- 
ernment over $100,000 a year. Thanks 
to the restriation imposed by Congress 
it is now very difficult for the Sec. 
retary of the Treasury to use the 
Secret Service freely even in his own 
department; for iInstence, to use them 
to repeat what they did so admirably 
in the case of this ink contract. The 
government is further crippled by the 
law forbidding it to employ detective 
agencies. Of course the government 
can detect the most dangerous crimes, 
and punish the worst criminals, only 
by the use, either of the Secret Service 
or of private detectives; to hamper it 
in using the one, and forbid it to resort 
to the other, can inure to the benefit 
of none save the criminals. 

The facts above given sh beyond 
possibility of doubt that what the 
Secretary of the Treasury and : had 
both written prior to the enactment 
of the obnoxious provision, and what 
I have since written in my message 
to the Congress, state the facts ex- 
actly as they are. The obnoxious pro- 
vision is of benefit only toe the crim- 
inal class and can be of benefit only 
to the criminal class. If it had been 
embodied in the law at the time when 
t became President all the prosecu- | 
tions above mentioned, and many oth- / 
ers of the same general type, would 
either not have been undertaken or 
would have been undertaken with the 
government at a great disadvantage:

Prof. :lmmanvuel Friedlander is 
sistant to Prof. Matteueci 
who has “he'd down the lid” on Mt. 
Vesuvius for the last dozen years. He 
was here at the Alexandria a day, en 
route from Naples, Italy, his home, to 
Hawatl, where he expected to witness 
the eruption of Mona Loa, which he 
had precicted, but which occurred two 
weeks before his arrival in this city. 
He has been engaged in making obd- 
servations on Mt. Vesuvius for sever- 
years, and is cited as one of the most 
expert authorities on “volcanology,” 
as his science is termed.

MANY BONDS. 
Now the taxpayers are asked to vote $720,000 
school bonds. 
Next they will be appealed to for an issue of li- 
brary bonds. 

Then it will probably be tunnel bonds. 

And then fire-house bonds. 

Afterward, bridge bonds. 

Where will this reckless running in debt stop? 

For every bond there must be a pay day, and the 
taxpayer must pay. Going in’ debt for a school- 
house or a fire-house is only postponing the day of 
paying for it; it is exhausting the credit of the city, 
raising the tax rate and adding to the burdens that 
must fal] upon every man who owns a bit of prop- 
erty or pays rent. : 

Nobody realizes more fully than The Times the 
very great need of additional school accommoda- 
tions in Los Angeles. Nobody is more anxious to 
méet the demands of the increasing number of 
school children. 

But while the emergency is so pressing and the 
claims of the schools are so great, these are no rea- 
sons why money should be recklessly voted or un- 
wise expenditures should be encouraged. These are 
no arguments why prudence should be thrown to 
the winds and $720,000 should be placed unre- 
servedly in the hands of an extravagant school man- 
agement, when half of that sum might do all that 
is required. 

The Times has opposed the voting of the enor- 
mous bond issue called for by the school manage- 
ment at this time, believing that it would be for the 
real interest of the schools to defeat the present 
scheme and substitute a more rational proposition 
at a later time under a different school manage- 
ment. The Times was in hearty accord with the 
chairman of the Finance Committee of the School 
Board, H. W. Frank, when he moved to indefinitely 
postpone this election. 

The present school ma has been un- 
business-like and profligate. Its administration has 
increased the per capita cost of instructing pupils 
from $30.54 to $45.27, in five years. That the man- 
agement does not know how to figure was shown 
when it demanded $250,000 for additional ‘school 
reoms eighteen months ago but used only $60,000 
for this purpose, as showp by the City Auditor. 

Shall the voters now toss into the hands of the 
same department the enormous sum of $720,000, 
without any restrictions or safeguards around it— 
letting the same reckless and incompetent manage- 
ment have all this money to spend as it pleases, 
while it thumbs its nose at the city’s auditing de- 
partment and says, “it is none of your business 
how we spend the money”—shall the voters take 
such a rash step at this time, when money is none 
too free, when there is a prospect of a higher city 
tax rate than ever? 

This is the question before the voters of the Los 
Angeles school district tomorrow. They must and 
will decide it for themselves. The Times has no 
wish to decide it for them. .This journal has done 
its duty in presenting the facts and sounding-a 
warning against a profligate and dangerous policy. 
As we have said before, if the citizens, after having 
duly informed themselves, see fit to vote this very 
great sum of money—double what is actually re- 
quired—into the hands of a wasteful school. man- 
agement, having no binding assurances as to 
whether it wil] be spent for schoolhouses or to fat 


up school politicians, it will be their privilege to do

waste of money now must cripple the schools later 
on, and the children must ultimately suffer from it; 
whereas their permanent welfare will be conserved 
by cautious financing, “making haste slowly” and

EOPLE “IMPOSSIBLE.” 

The New York correspondent of the London 
Times wrote to his paper a letter which appeared 
December 11, telling of conditions in Toronto, Can- 
ada. He was in the publication office of a promi- 
nent evening paper and saw hundreds of men wait- 
ing for the first edition to appear on the street. This 
was a daily occurrence, and the mission the men 
came on was to look in the “liner” advertisements 
for help wanted. The publisher told the visitor 
that the waiting throngs were all from England; 
they came to Canada to look for employment and 
were idle in a country where labor was scarce, 
jobs were plenty and wages good. These men were 
daily offered work which they would not take. The 
editor said they were “people impossible.” Here is 
the story as told by the newspaper man to his vis- 
itor: 

“A few weeks agoI wanted a night oan. 
I sent my manager down to see if he could not get a 
good man out of the hundreds in the street. The 
of “course, would have to show references; but no skil 
was required, the work was easy, and the wages 
were pretty good. You notice how all those men 
there are formed into groups? That is always the 
way, and my manager went to every group—every 
p. ‘Boys,’ he said, ‘there’s a good job waiting 
for one of you. We want a night watchman—$15 a 
week. Nothing to do but attend to the furnace and 
wind up the time-clocks. The first man who can 
prove he’s sober and trustworthy gets it.’ 

“And not a single man out of all those hundreds 
would take the place. They ‘wanted their nights to 
themselves." Can you blame us Canadians if we 
get sick of trying to help the out-of-work English- 
man?” 

Among the out-of-works was a young fellow 
who had a wife and infant child starving for some- 
thing to eat. Some one gave him $2, and next day 
went to his lodgings to see what could be done. He 
found that half the money had gone for bottled 
beer; and the starving wife, with her starving babe 
in her arms, said, with a touch of pride: “My 
‘usband ‘as to ’ave ‘is beer.” 

The same letter quotes Thomas Alva Edison as 
complaining that he had to close his phonograph 
factory near London because of the inefficient char- 
acter of the average employé. The Wizard went on: 
“I am not speaking of the English mechanic. He is 


all right. I’m talking of the common laborer you 
pick up in the street. What is it? Too much 
booze? Or what?” 


The writer of the letter says it is the deteriora- 
tion natural as a result of generations of life in a 
large city. Edison said his factories in Belgium, 
Germany and France are successful. But these 
impossible people are to be found in all countries. 
They exist in New York and Chicago, not in such 
large numbers as in London. But they are there. 

From these come the Socialists, the strike-fomen- 
ters and the dangerous criminals who infest cities 
and make life dangerous to law-abiding, industrious, 
successful people. 

y present a. grave problem in modern life, a 
puzzle that no sociologist has come anywhere near 
solving. As in the days of Genesis, they multiply, 
although they do not replenish the earth, and bring 
forth after their éwn kind. They are “impossible” 
from any point of view, and the student of affairs 
who will find out the right way to deal with them 
will do a service to humanity worthy of a monv- 
ment.

The work of the International Fisheries Com- 
mission is of the greatest importance. The most 
prolific food crop of the world, and the one which 
costs least, is the fish of waters aalt and fresh. No 
other century ever worked such wholesale havoc on 
the fish crop as has the one just past, the century 
which we may cal! ours. And our country has led 
in this awful destruction of creatures whose ex- 
istence is so important to our race. 

The whale family is almost extinct, and the nine- 


people. The fur seal is nearly extinct, and the 
havoc is mostly the work of the past 100 years; 
but our brother Britons are most blamable for it. 
In our own waters the oyster has become scarce and 
the lobster is almost gone. Salmon is next to tn- 
known in Atlantic Coast streams, has been almost 
entirely driven from the Sacramento, much thinned 
out in the Columbia, and endangered in Alaskan 
waters. 

Russia once had a monopoly in caviar, the roe of 
the sturgeon. The Hudson River was once alive 
with these great fish. Lakes in Minnesota teemed 
with them. When Russian caviar became scarce 
from wanton destruction of the sturgeon, the tooth- 
some tidbit became an American product. These 
Minnesota lakes were seined until the last specimen | 
of the race was taken out of them, and, so far as 
America is concerned, the sturgeon is extinct. 

By proper action all these useful creatures of the 
waters may be reéstablished in sea, lake and river. 
We have been trying to protect our seal fisheries, 
and with some success. The salmon industry has 
probably been saved. The waters of our coasts may 
be again made to teem with oysters and lobsters. 
We can restock the lakes and rivers with sturgeon. 

The great difficulty comes out of the fact that the 
waters of our country run into those of another, and 
the lakes and streams are often on the boundaries 
between two or more States. Canada may try to 
protect fish in Lake Erie, but will not succeed if 
Americans fish the waters clean on the American 
side. Oregon may pass laws to protect salmon in 
the Columbia, but there will mot be left one speci- 
men of the race in time if Washington does not 
lend aid. 

This is the purpose of the commission, at the head 
of which is Prof. Jordan, president of Stanford Uni- 
versity. He is preéminently qualified, knows the 
subject of fish from A to Z, and is an enthusiast in 
his work. .

HAT WILL JAPAN DO? r

All this is most commendable, and we gave it un- 
qualified commendation. 

But there is grave internal unquiet in China. 
Yuan Shi Kai, Grand Councillor and leader of New 
China, has been summarily dismissed from his 
place, with an excuse manifestly insincere. The for- 
eign ministers on the spot have promptly informed 
their several governments, expressing fears of a 
conspiracy on the part of the Manchu reactionaries, 


Orient. This would be grave in any circumstances, 
but very much so from an expressed suspicion that 
Japanese influence is back of the regent. It is 
worthy of note that the foreign ministers are not in 
accord. England, Germany and America look with 
pen disfavor on what has been done. Japan, in 
the forefront of those opposed, seems to be turning 
two faces to the situation, blowing hot with one 
mouth, cold with the other. : 

We may now be able to get a clear view of the 
spirit lying under the smooth words of the Japanese 
press. Let us hope the spirit.is as gentle as the 
phrases, that Japan means what she has said, and 
will not interfere in any selfish, insincere, mis- 
chievous manner with the affairs of China. 

We shall see. !

NREST IN ASIA. 

Gen. Kuropatkin is a great man and a prac- 
tical. He is as different from that arch-bureaucrat, 
Viceroy Alexis, as a man from a boy. The viceroy 
in his blindness as to events going on under the end 
of his nose was one of the main causes of all his 
country’s woes. The general came up from the 
ranks and won his place on personal merits, in spite 
of opposition. He was not able to save his army 
from defeat, owing to bureaucratic mismanagement, 
but his campaigns will be studied by army men as 
works of military genius. 

Kuropatkin is publishing his views on Asiatic af- 
fairs in McClure’s, and they are receiving great 
attention. In the January number he sets forth 
conditions on the continent which must make uneasy 
all who read and think. He sees what others have 
seen. English army officers in close touch, with 
Africa, as well as Asia, have told us of the profound 
unrest that reigns in both continents. The blacks, 
browns and yellows are all intensely hostile to white 
domination. Japan believes Asiatics should control 
Asia. China’ is showing unmistakable signs of re- 
action against occidental influences. India is in a 
ferment. Over in Africa the blacks are as restive 
as are the yellow peoples of the Orient. They think 
the pale-faces have not been just to them. 

To this racial feeling is added the bigotry of re- 
ligious creeds. The Shinto of Japan may not care 
much about the altars of his gods.. The philosophic 
followers of Confucius in China may not be zealots. 
The Buddhists of India, the Mohammedans of both 
continents, are fanatical. 
said a prayer than the followers of the Arab 
prophet. 

Gen. Kuropatkin sees a great awakening all over 
Asia, ard a conflict coming in which it will be all 
races against the whites, al! creeds against the 
cross. Other writers say the same will be the case 
in Africa. There may not be much concentrated 
action between the races in the two continents, but 
if there is an outbreak in Asia, Africa will not fail 
to take advantage of the opportunity. The Russian 
general urges a close compact between his country 
and England particularly, but with all Europe in 
general. His opinion is that it will require con- 
certed action on the part of Europe to repel the 
Agiatic attack, as was the case when the Turks and 
Saracens attempted to overrun Europe and came 
near doing it; as when, ages earlier, the Tartars 
drove the Huns westward and they drove the Goths, 
who drove the Alemanni. In the case of the 
Saracens, they occupied Spain. The Turks took 
and still hold Constantinople. The Asiatic forces 
worked their way westward to the center of France 
Defore they were brought to bay. In the earlier in- 
vasion the Visigoths took possession of Spain, the 
Goths of Italy. 

The conflict is an old one, often renewed. Xerxes 
coveted Greece; Hannibal thought he could make 
his bed in the lair of the wolf's cubs by the Tiber. 
The Sultan would have set up his throne in Paris, 
but for Charlies Martel. Xenophon taught Persia 
the prowess of Greek arms. Hannibal met his fate 
at Capua; the Gauls traversed Europe and set up 
their domicile in Asia Minor; the Crusaders carried 
the war into Asia, as the Scinios had done into 
Africa. 

From the days of Coeur de Lion and Godfrey of 
Bouillon to Kuropatkin, the Occident had the Orient 
at its feet. The Turk was held at bay; India be- 
came an English province; China was compelled to 
let England poison her children with opium. But 
Japan has shown that occidental soldiers are not 
necessarily invincible. 

So the old conflict, begun a thousand years before 
our era, and ended only at Acre and Poitiers, has 
been revived in Manchuria, and if this Russian gen- 
eral is right, it may become as intense in the twen- 
tieth Christian century as it was in the tenth before 
that era.

It has been ac- 
quired by Sir Ernest, and by means of powerful 
pumps, at work on the banks of the Nile, water is 
now raised from the river to a large canal some 
twenty-five miles in length, cut through the Desert 
of Komombo. Innumerabie smal! canals branch out 
from either side cf this main waterway, and by thus 
roviding irrigation for soi! which has been arid 
or thousands of years, he has converted the plain 
of Komombo within the space of a few years only, 
into a land which lends itself to the cultivation of 
all the products that can be raised in the Egyptian

BELMONT HEIGHTS’ TRUSTEES 
FAVOR “WET” TOWN. 


Supporters of Ordinance Think It 
Will Draw Homeseekers and Tour- 
iste—Measure Provides That Liquor 
May Be Sold by Hotels, Restau- 
rants and Drug Stores. 


CITY OF BELMONT HEIGHTS, 
Jan. 4.—The Trustees tonight found 


that the disincopporation petition was 


not signed by the required number of 
voters and denied it.
